EADE TS LAWEENCE. 


Rev. Fr. O'Mahoney Extend- 


ed Formal Greeting. 


The parade ot the Catholic societies held 


lust evening in Lawrence, in honor of 
Archbishop Martinelli, was one of tha. 


gcst parades of Catholics ever held in 


that city, equaling even the monster par- 
ade held there a few years ago on Colum- 
bus Day. 


Every male Catholic society was repre- 


sented in the procession, the German and 
French societies formiug a considerable 
and attractive portion of the parade. The 
procession was formed in the square-on 
Hampshire street, am'ul a blaze oC electric 
lights and an arch of Chinese lanterns. 


Thousands of Catholics, as well as mem- 


bers of other denominations, and. no de- 
nomination, appeared on the streets aar- 
ious to see the papal delegate as wail as 
to view the procession. 


The long procession started at 7.45. 


moving at the stroke of the nre alarm. 
It 


was preceded hy 12 monnted policemen. 
Chief .Marshall Breen, followed with his 
chief of staff, Major Wm. H. Donovan, 
anil about 300 mounted horseman. All the 
staff wore scacfsof the papal colors,yellow 
and white. 


At the parochial residence was a raised 


platform decorated In the national, colors. 
On this the Agustlnian fathers viewed the 
parade. 
St. Mary's"'school, the convent 


and. the parochial-residence were beauti- 
fully decorated, and -calcium lights and 
large electric lights In abundance added 
splendor to the scene. As the procession 
started the chimes of St. Jtary's chnrch 
gave forth music; now a religious aic was 
heard, followed by national airs. 


When the procession -approached the 


parochial residence, the papal delegate 
made" his appearance on the platform 
dressed in his official robes. His appear- 
ance was the signal for loud aud prolonged 
applause.

Closing Scenes of the Great Trial. 


For two hours the Jury had been at- 


tentive listeners to a moat exhaustive 
summing up o£ the law and evidence 
11 the case by Justice Webb, who con- 
cluded his remarks atlo'.cloclf. 


The government waived the reading of 
l Its points for Instruction, being sat- 


isfied they wtmld add'nothing to its 
case. The charge was remarkable for 
Its lucid statement ot the law and the 
remarkable fali-ness with which all the 
essential Issues were presented. It fol- 
owed the oreument for the district at- 
torney; which was not concluded till 11 
o'clock, and was listened to by an audi- 
ence that filled every available apace 
IT. the courtroom, a large number of 
extra.chairs havlne been brought In to 
accommodate the persons who on offi- 
cial and other grounds claimed a right 
to be present. 


Justice Webb did not attempt to di- 


rect the Jury what credence they should 
rive to any particular testimony, leav- 
ing- It to them to attach to It such.woig-ht 
as In their Judgment It was entitled to 
lie declined to say that the government 
witness, Charles Brown, was not to be 
believed, hut suggested the doubt which 
had been cast .upon, the truth cf his 
statement, that he saw the 
captain 


murdered, by the physical impedimenta 
which the measurements of the cablni 
the window through which he looked, 
the light and .his position'at the wheel, 
ihowed to have existed.' As'to'.the.pos- 
liblllty of his'haying been,able :to l«sh 
the wheel and-leave it.wlthout the ves- 
.-'d'epartln^ 'ronvher-'course;~the judge 
Implledly rebuked -the district attorney 
for the;aspersions h« cast on the ship 
masters -who had testified;to their ex- 
periences under similar 'conditions, and 
said their character, their great knowl- 
edge of shps and the sea, although they 
may have been retired for some years, 
entitled their opinions .as experts to'thn 
greatest 
weight. 
The contradictory 


statements of Brown regarding hls.Rot- 
tordam experience were referred to, but 
tlie Jury were left to draw their own 
conclusions as to whether he was de- 
liberately lying or not. If the Jury found 
that he. was not telling the truth, while 
It would destroy his.testimony so far 
direct proof of the criine went; It would 
not make him incompetent to corro- 
borate the evidence of the other.wit- 
nesses, and add to Its weight The 
medical eccpert testimony, the Judge 
said, 1£ believed, would lead the jury to 
eay that'Brown was Insane and not In- 
sane at the sp.me.tlme; but, as their 
answers on. this point were to hypo- 
thetical questions, the Jury could de- 
termine how correct was the hypo-

incorporation in 180-1. Dr. W. C. Bow- 
man WHS tho originator of tho idea of

fi church and stood at tha helm 


while it was getting into ehnpe. He 
calls it n "civic church, " and as such it 
hns spread until tho Los Angeles body 
now numbers about 700 members, and 
there aro churches at Compton, Azcsa 
and Clearwatcr, ctich of them having as 
pre.-.t a membership as nny of tho "old 
liuo" churches which are in thoso towns. 
^Altogether it night bo said that tho 
membership of tbo chnrch is about 
1,000, but from this nucleus the church 
officers declare tha faith. will spread, as 
tho present activities show, tmtil it be- 
comes tha most, conspicuous church 
movement in tho state.

Then there are protectionists, 
ardent and excitable free traders. Single 
Taxers, goldites, silveritea, those who 
want tho railroads owned by the govern- 
ment, those wh'o.want only tbe road- 
beds owned and tho traffic management 
thrown open to competition, thoso. who 
wish government ownership of the tele- 
graph nnd who aro otherwise opposed to 
socialism.

On tho basis of nu- 
tritive value, taking beef as tho standard, 
codfish represents 08, turbat 85, herring 
100—tho same BS beof—and salmon 108, o 
little more. - Fish in moderation is prob- 
cbly as desirable £ food us any, but an ex- 
clusive flsh diet Is not particularly favor- 
able, EO far iis thore aro'rccords at hand to 
show, to the development of Intellectual 
qualities of individuals who on beefsteak, 
oatmeal or wienor schnitzel are unablo to 
pluck from tho hand of famo the laurels ol 
triumph on tho paths of proso or poetic 
composition, campaign oratory, political 
economy or art, to say nothing of music 
and architecture.

stand. ' His reply he writes, as any one else 
might, on a slats. II he has several lines 
to write, he places two rows of pasteboard i 
strips an inch wide from the bottom of the ' 
slflto up. 
Tho edge of tho topmost is his 


ruler. Finishing tho line, he takes off the 
upper strip and another line is ready Tor 
uso. Ho holds out his right palm for the 
visitor to write1 upon, and usually places 
his left hand on the right of tho visitor to 
aid in understanding what Is written. 
When ho doesn't comprehend, ho rubs the 
fingers of tho left hand aver tho right 
pcvim, as if to erase tho words as ho would 
with a slato. 


Ho writes more rapidly than nine out o£ 


ton iceu who can see. His command of 
English is more than fair, and his vccabu- 
lary is surprisingly large.

words on his palm is his own device, which 
ho has used for nearly ten years.—New 
York Press.

lishing In. Cuba a labor agency to induce 
Cuban laborers to migrate to Nicaragua. 
Mun and women here are now endeavor- 
in;; by cv?ry possible moa—s,'except 
armed revolution, to escape from tbe so.fi 
servitude incident to-the sale, of their 
labor, authorized "oy the constitution o£ 
Nicaragua and enforced on them, as 
rigorously, as possible/, by military pow- 
er, until the money or goods advanced 
to them, interest thereon and heavy fines 
for delinquency, have been paid in full 
by labor at loiv rates. Hundreds of men, 
women and children will have sold their 
labor for small sums of merchandise or 
money advanced to them, arriving in 
the cities in the coffee districts, from the 
mountains in the interior, and gathering 
th'i coffee crop of 1S3TJ.

Washing-ton, Jan. 
2.—Rear Admiral 


Joseph S. Skerrctt died here yesterday. 
His death, while sudden, was riot wholly 
unexpected, as he had beep, in bad 
health since hlsTetlrement from active 
service Jn. July, 1S94. The admiral was 
in his 64th year, ajid is survived by a 
widow, three daughters and_two sons. 
The funeral will talce place. Sunday 
afternoon, and the Interment will. be 
iu Arlington. 


EEAP. IDMIRAL SKEHRETI. 


'Admiral Skerrett haa a long and hon- 


orable career In the service of his coun- 
try. A native of Ohio, he e-niere'd the 
navy as midshipmftf in October, 1B48, 
passed through the various grades, be- 
came a lieutenant In 1855, a . lieutenant 
commander in 1S62, and was stationed 
at tha Washing-ton navy yard, the fol- 
lowing year, after which he . served 
creditably during the civil war on tb.e 
Shenandoah and- the gunboat Katah- 
din. 
He 
commanded 
the ; gunboat 


Aroostook from 1S64 to 1S65, and was 
(actively engaged with the Confederate 
fortifications at the mouth of the Brazos 
river, Texas, in June, 1864. 


Subsequently he spent three years 


surveying on the Pacific ocean, - had 
command of an expedition to Panama 
and. another to Apia,. Samoa, to settle 
local troubles with the United States 
consul; was governor for two years of 
the naval asylum at Philadelphia, later 
wns in command of the naval forces on 
the Pacific station, and was at Honolulu 
during the exciting times following the 
revolution. 


It is said that because of his suspected 


sympathy with the annexation party he 
was summarily detached from-the com- 
mand of the station and transferred to 
the Asiatic station, where he rendered 
valuable services in. connection, with 
th» troubles in Cores, leading up to 
the Chinese-Japanese war. "While on 
the Asiatic station he reached the re- 
tiring age in July, 1891, and was ordered 
home.

The public shoald bo protected in their 


rights against the greed of corporations, 
the whims of such men as Pros.

President Little is a good specimen of 


tho corporation autocrat, whose motto Is 
copied from, a still greater magnate in 
X"eTr York and is comprised in the few 
words, "The public be d 
d.-" 


!Mr. Little at firtit refused to recognize 


the committee representing bis employes. 
In this be was following the example 
of Mark HL\nna, Pullman, Carnegie and 
othor noted oppressors 'of labor. 


Ho was tacitly denying tho right of 


laboring men to organize for their own 
protection. 
Ho was repudiating organ- 


ized labor an something outlawed, an ovil 
to be condemned as dangerous and cot to 
be recognized as having any legal staius. 
Despite nil this, the employes of tile West 
End have as good a right to organize- as 
the railroad owners and directors of Ke 
England havo to league themselves to- 
gether for iheir mutu;il benefit. 


President Littlo'a drat position on tho 


issues in dispute was n-bnlly untenable. 
When obliged to recognize the supreme 


, council be treated them with indignity 


and took the first opportunity to discharge 
them from ihe service. To adil insult to 
injury, he claimed that he discharged 
them - for intemperance and other vio- 
lations of rule.

It was not sufficient that the 
preponderance of evidence was against 
the defendant, 'nor was it necessary 
for him to show that -someone" else 
had committed the crime. The Jury 
must be'satisfied, not that someone else 
might have murdered Captain Nash, 
but that,, beyond a reasonable doubt, 
Thomas Bram was the guilty man. If 
they were not satisfied on that point, if 
there were any, reasonable doubts' In 
their minds of the truth of the conten- 
tion of the government, they must find 
him not guilty. It was not a question 
as to which of two men mlghthavedone 
the act, but did this one man do It? 


The Judge explained in conclusion that 


the circumstances proved In the case 
must be consistent with 
the 
crime 


charged and consistent -with each other 
and Inconsistent with any other hypo- 
thesis than . the guilt o£ the defendant 
If they fail as to these essential points, 
there must be a verdict of not guilty.

New York, Jan. 2.—The "World says: 


Tht Salvation Army has planned -Cor 1897 
the most active arid aEggresslve cam- 
paign In Its American history, reaching-" 
a climax in a remarkable series at de- 
monstrations under the personal direc- 
tion of General William Booth, founder 
of the movement. The affed leader will 
'make what will probably be his last 
visit to this country' In the fall. 
( 


Concerning the work for the new year, 


Commander Booth-Tucker said: "We 
are determined to make 60,000 conver- 
sions. This may. seem a large number, 
but during the last eight months of 1896 
•we actually recorded more! than 32,000, 
which was at the rate o£ 50,000 a year. 
With our ntw plans in operation, we 
think our number for 1897 will easily be 
reached. 
Our officers regularly em- 


ployed In the work have increased dur- 
ing the past nine month's from 2049 to 
2163. We intend to add at least 500 to this 
number, and are already receiving appli- 
cations at the rate of about 120 a month. 
The bicycle brigade will number 1000 
men and women. 


"I hope to start the following new in- 


stitutions: Shelters for 2000 men and 
1000 
women, food depots for 5000 dally 


cheap meals, rescue homes for 300 fallen 
women, prison gate farms for 300 re- 
leased convicts, wood yards and salvage 
brigades for employing GOO men, five 
Salvation -Army hospital nursing brl- 
cn.des and farm colonies for the poor 
wherever possible."
